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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments that the reference of 
Pekka Palomaki does not anticipate claim 1 is not found to be persuasive. Specifically applicant argues that Palomaki only teaches taking 
a single measurement in two different assays as compared to applicant's claim 1 , that recites a method of taking at least two 
measurements of the same assay at different times. This argument is noted but not found to be persuasive. In response, the instant 
claim 1 recites: "L1 -dependent measurement signal is determined at a different time from L2-dependent measurement signal or L1 plus L2 
dependent measurement signal". Palmaki teaches the measurement of L1 plus L2 dependent measurements by taking absorbances at 
450nm (i.e more than one reading), as recited in the alternative limitation of the instant claim 1. Therefore, it is the examiner's position 
that Palomaki still anticipates. Applicant argues that because Palomaki does not anticipate the instant claim 1 that the dependent claims 
would not be obvious alone or in combination with the references of Marquardt, Cragle or Pitner. This argument is noted but not found to 
be persuasive for reasons set forth above. 
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
